We were never before held in such 
respect by foreign peoples, And it Is 
no empty boast to say that England, 
at the present moment, fs the first na- 
tion of the world and exercises the 
greatest Influence {n worldpolitics. 
——-Phis— gre. e has been effected 
very quietly, and inwway which ought. 
to fill every Englishman with-confidence 
ia the destiny of his country. 

It is six or eight years since the capit- 
lists of the United States determined 
on a commercial invasion of Great 
Britain. We all remember what they 
thovght of us—that we were quite a 
stupid people, without “ energy, fifty 
years behind the times. They were go- 
ing to exploit England as they would 
China or the Philippines. What an un- 
pleasant surprise those American capl- 
talists must have received. 

First they flooded us with bicycles, and 
our “dull” bieycle manufacturers bucked 
up and made better bicycles. The Am- 
ericans went home with an altered opin- 
fon of John Bull. Then it was boots. 
The country was going to be stocked 
with American machine-made boots at a 
price that would drive our manufactur- 
ers into bankruptcy. We don’t hear 
anything of the boots now. Next our 
entire tobacco trade was to be captured 
by an American trust. It was a vast 
enterprise to embark upon, and we 
must haye appeared very simple folk 
to those who undertook it. This was 
even a greater failure than the booté, 
and the American  tobacconists must 
have burned their fingers badly. 


BRITAIN HOLDS HER OWN. 


There were many smaller American 
designs on our domestic commerce, while 
India and tls Colonies were to be sup- 
plied with purely American railway- 
engines, rails, bridges, and all kinds of 
machinery. That bubble has also been 
burst. 

In every competition wilh our manu- 
facturers and business men the Ameri- 
cans were worsted. The struggle was 
always a short one. We proved our 
overwhelming superiority. 

This is a fact worth dwelling upon, 
We have before us, even in our genera- 
tion, a desperate fight with foreign nu 
tions in commerce and industry. And 
jt is well to understand our real 
strength. 

Our real strength is immense, That 
jz proved by the fact that each fraction 
of our commercial and industrial popu- 
lation was able to take care of itsei’, 
Other countries, if they were menaced 
as we were, would make their defence 
a national affair. The Governments 
would Intervene and put on import 
duties high enough to repel the attack, 
Englishmen never thought such mea- 
sures necessary. Our bootmakers mere- 
| Iy shook themselves up and defeated the 
American bootmakers, our tobacco 
manufacturers relied entirely upon them- 
Selves, as did our bicycle makers and 
other sections of the community. There 
could be no surer proof of our national 
efficiency. Where every man is able lo 
fake care of himself, the nation made 
‘| up of such men js inyineible. 

Man for man we have proved our- 
selves superior to the Americans, and in 
the cases ciled this was done without 
calling out the whole reserve of energy. 
The Americans, on the other hand, put 
forth all their energy. They do it al- 
ways, we very seldom. In truth, Eng- 
lishmen are inclined to laziness as long 
as things run smoothly. To bring out 
the best that is in them a sufficient ob- 
slacle is needed to he overcome, 

Are we on, the decline? Foreign jour- 
, nals are telling us we are, They say 
we must yield now to younger and 
more energetic nations. In view of 
what has happened, we can afford to 
smile at their predictions. We are only 
waiting for the obstacle to be overcome.

Shells, Minerals and Grasses Used in

Any traveller in Spain who Steps off 
the beaten path may, like Don Quixote, 
find a Mambrino helmet for himself, for 
il swings from a staff over the door of 
every wayside barber. An old and worn 
out basin does for a signboard; one less 
old 41s necessary to the shaver's art. 

These barber basins of the Peninsula 
are always made of brass, Some of the 
old ones are very fairly hammered, but 
in all the shape is the same, a product 
of public ulility answering to unvary: 
ing demand. 

A half circle is cut out from one rim 
large enough to accommodate the 
| patron's gullet and Adam's apple. Seen 
in profile the effect of a man being 
shaved is as a St. John the Baptist whose 
head has partly slid off the charger. 
Thus ‘ts it adapted to the tonsorial 
methods in vogue in Spain, and with but 
slight variations practised in all of vil- 
lage Europe. 

There are no joke weeklies to while 
away the time of waiting; there are no 
chairs with complicated gear to raise and 
lower the patient, to swing him round 
into the light at his most artistic angle, 
to tilt him back to a monotonous view of 
the ceiling. Instead the sufferer is 
planted bolt ‘upright in a straight 
backed chair, and throughout the opera- 
tion his is the sole responsibility «f 
holding a basin of water at his throat, 
and if he spills the suds down upon the 
front of his shirt the blame is his alone. 

Nor does the difference cease here. 
The peasant barber of Europe regards 
lather as merely an ornate incident. 
He wets his patrons cheeks and smears 
them with good hard soap, well rubbed 
on. Then he uses his razor to excavate 
this cement of stiffening soap, moisten- 
ing it only when it is

gard to the feelings of the sufferer; the 
question is never put: “Does this razor 
pull?” When the barber has gone his 
round from ear to ear the patient takes 
his bow! and washes up for himself. 
When the sharp suds sling his cheeks Fe 
resis content, for he has had a shave 
that he can feel. ~ 

Despite attempts at long intervals to 
make hair on the face a fashion, prac- 
tically all the world shaves. The most 
consistent advocates of the cleanly 
shaven face are the Indians of America. 
Nalure has helped them out at the be- 
ginning, for hair upon their faces ap- 
pears only late in life and then very 
sparsely. For this reason it is not so 
dificult and painful as it might seem to 
follow the Indian custom of~pulling out 
each hair as soon as it reaches a length 
that will permit it to be gripped.

scanty provides employment for a large 
guild of barbers in shaving high. _ This 
is seen In the blue rim which encircles 
the roots of any Chinaman’s queue. 
* Being Mongolian, a Chinese razor is 
naturally like no other razor in the 
world, It lcoks like a split five cent 
piece mounted on a stick; but the Chi- 
nese find it extremely effective, and that 
must serve as a complete test of its 
efficiency. 

The race that peopled the valley of 
the Nile when Egypt was the home of 
all the world’s enlightenment shaved so 
completely that one might infer that 
they had adopted the billiard ball as ihe 
type of beauty, for from the point of the 
chin to the nape of the neck not a hair 
was spared.

A plate of iron an Inch in width, three 
inches long and a quarter of an inch 
thick is mounted in a handle of horn.

To prepare it for use all that is

Owing to the deficient snowfall and 
the alternate freezing and thawing of thre 
ground during the past winter, most of 
the autumn sown crops in the province 
{suffered considerably, AS a conse- 
quence, some of the fall wheat was 
ploughed under in the spring, and 
many of the flelds which were left 
ylelded rather uneven crops, Quile oa 
number of the co-operative experimen- 
ters reported a total failure with winter 
velches and winter wheat, and in sey- 
eral cases even the rye was somewhat 
injured. At the college, both wheat and 
rye came through the winter well, but 
the subsequent growth of the wheat 
was nol as good as might have been 
expected, and on the whole, the yields 
were somewhat lower than those ef 
last year, 
1.—EXPERIMENTS AT THE COLLEGE. 

About two hundred and fifty varieties 

of winter wheat have been tested at the 
college within the last seventeen years. 
In all cases the varieties are given a 
thorough test for five years, at the end 
of which time the inferior kinds are dis- 
carded and only the more promising 
ones relained for further experiments. 
During the past season sixty.cme=var- 
jelies were grown; twenty-nine of these 
have been under test for the past five 
years, and fifteen of the twenty-nine for 
the past len years,

Among the sixty-one varieties grown 
this season, the Abundance stood first in 
yield with) 50.4 bushels per acre, and the 
Prize Taker second with 50.2 bushels.’ 
These are both white wheats, very 
closely resembling the Dawson's Golden 
Chaff in all respects. ‘The Abundance 
also gave the highest yield among all 
the varieties grown in 1905 and is a 
promising variely, afthough not of the 
very best milling quality. It is interest- 
ing to note that this year two of the 
comparatively hard red whqats—Russiah 
Amber and Imperial Amber—have come 
up to second and third places in yield of 
grain with 49.8 and 49.4 bushels per 
acre respectively. All four varieties 
mentioned above were over the stand- 
ard in Weight, the Imperial Amber being 
{he heaviest and weighing almost 63 
Ibs. per bushel. ‘The five varielies giy- 
ing the heaviest weight per measured 
bushel in 1906 were Northwester. Gen- 
eva, McPherson, Economy, and Au- 
burn; these, however, were all rather 
low in yield with the exception of 
Auburn which was fifth in weight ‘per 
measured bushel and sixth in yield ot 
grain per acre among the sixty-one 
varielies grown. Generally speaking, 
the while wheats yield more grain per 
acre, possess slronger straw, weigh a 
little less per measured bushel, and are 
slightly softer in the grain than the red 
varieties,

year, three new strains of this variety,

Much work is also being done along 
the line of cross breeding and it is ex- 
pected that some profitable results will 
acerue from this work in the near future. 
During the past year many hundreds of 
hybrid plants were grown, and judging 
j from present indications, some of these 
lave destined to become the progenitors 
of very valuable new yarieties. For this! 
work only the very best of the standard 
sorts are used as parent slocks, Among 
Golden Chaff, Bulgarian, Turkey Red, 
Imperial Amber, and Tasmania Red. 

The results of tyelve separate tests 
; made at the College show an average in- 
erease in yield of grain per acre of 6.8 
bushels from large as compared with 
small seed, of 7.8 bushels from plump 
as compared with shminken seed, and 
of 35.6 bushels from sound as compared 
wilh broken seed. Seed which was al- 

lowed to become very ripe before it was 
cul produced a greater yield of both 

grain and straw and a heavier weight 
of grain per measured bushel than that 
produced from wheat whieh was eut at

Many tests conducted at Guelph indi- 
eate the importance of sowlhy about 
ninely pounds of winter wheat per acre 
on an average soil, This dmount might 
be increased for poor lund and de- 
creased for rich soil. U the land is in a 
good state of cultivation tt matters but 
little whether the seed is sown broad- 
cast or with a tube drill, but if the land 
is dry or lumpy, that which is sown with 
the drill is likely to give the best re- 
sulls. The highest yields per acre have 
been obtained from sowing between the 
26th of August and the 9th of Septem- 
ber, 

Common Winter Rye and Mammoth 
Winter Rye have been grown for seven 
years in succession; the Common giving 
an average yield of 57,9 bushels and the

The professional certificates shall not 
be issued in either of the above cases 
until the candidates comply with the 
present legal requirements as to age and 
hon-professional standing.

‘The Princess, which was south bound 
from Poplar Point to Selkirk with a 
cargo of fish, encountered one of the 
worst storms in the history of the lake, 
and about three o'clock Sunday morn- 
ing began to leak, The water gained so 
fast on the pumps that the fires were 
put out, and when the boat lurched, the 
smoke stack came crashing down 
through the hold, splilting her open.

Hairy or Winter 
Velches produced an average yield of 
10.2 tons of green crop per acre in the 
experiments for fdur years and 
bushels of seed per acre in the tests for 
six years. Home grown seed’ has> given 
considerably better results than import- 
ed seed, 

3.—RESULTS OF EXPERIMENTS 

THROUGHOUT ONTARIO. 

No less than two hundred and forty- 
one farmers in Ontario conducted co- 
operative experiments with Autumn- 
sown crops Quring the past year, Good 
reports of carefully conducted ‘tests have 
been received from many of these, and 
all deserve credit for the useful work 
they have done for themselves and their 
fellow farmers, Tollowing ave some of 
the summary results of these tests. 

In the Autumn of 1905, five varieties 
of Winter Wheat were distributed to 
those who made application, The fol- 
lowing table gives the average yield of 
straw and grain:

Notwithstanding the fact that the 
Dawson's Golden Chaff and Imperial 
Amber gave smaller yields of grain than 
the ollier three yarielies, they have flist 
and second places in popularity with 
the experimenters; the Dawson's being 
the most popular, probably because of 
its clean strong straw. The Banalka 
which stood first in yield of grain was 
third in popularity. This is a hard red 
wheat of ‘good milling quality but pro- 
duces rather weak stra, and therefore 
lodges considerably, especially in bad 
weather, 

Of the three varieties of Winter Rye 
distributed Jast Autumn, the Mammoth 
stood — first 
wilh 41.4 bushels per acre, the Thou- 
sand-fold second with 82.0 bushels. and 
the Common third with 31.8 bushels. 
These three varieties are very mueh 
alike in most respects, though differing 
somewhat in yield, 

For the production of fodder Hairy 
Velehes and Winter Rye were grown 
this year for the fourth time, Several 
reports of this experiment were. re- 
ceived, bul as the Velches were com- 
pletely winter killed in most places, no 
wood comparison of the yields can be 
In several tests Winter Rye gave 
very good results, The experimenters 
report that these crops were fed to 
several classes of animals. In general, 
the Velehes were relished by all kinds 
jof stock bul the Rye was not so freely 
jealen, except by horses,

This verse from Psalm 118 was 
one sung by those who participated in 
the solemn procession around the allar 
at the feast of tabernacles and on other 
festal oceasions. It is in recognition of 
Jesus as the Messiah that the multitude 
here address to him the strains of their 
most joyous festival. 

He that cometh—In Hebrew a single 
word, habba, and a recognized Mes- 
sianic title. After permitting himself to 
be thus greeted and escorted in triumph 
into the city as the long-expected Mes- 
siah. It was, humanly speaking, not 
possible for Jesus to escape ‘persecution 
and punishment at the hands of the 
ecclesiastical authorities who rejected 
his claims.

To Remove the Smell of Onions.— 
After peeling onions, the smell can ba 
removed from the hands by rubbing . 
theny with a piece of celery,

National Deposits Said to be Worth 


Iiundreds of Millions. 


This is a pretty old world and most 
of it has been travelled over by human 
beings, bul new discoveries are con- 
slantly being made. Recently a discoy- 
ery of this kind was made in Mexico. 

Under the blazing sun of the desert, 
says a correspondent, surrounded by 
barren sand dunes, lie vast lakes of ery- 
slals of carbonate of soda, to all appear- 
ances great mdsses of snow and ice, 
but in reality a substance from which 
will be made millions of tons of soap 
and millions of glass panes. 

At only one place inthe world is na- 
tural soda found under conditions which 
admit of industrial development, ond 
at that place it must be’ shipped several 
hundred miles by rail and many tons 
of water must be evaporated by coal 
tu obtain a ton of the product. 

The Mexican lakes are within three 
thousand yards of the sea and the fierce 
sun and heat of the desert attend to the 
evaporation. The world’s consumption 
is very large, amounting to several hun- 
dred thousand tons annually, and at 
present nearly all of it is manufactured 
fron’ common salt with the use of ex- 
pensive machinery. At Adair Bay, 
when the temperature is right, the water 
ol the lake crystallizes into pure carbon- 
ate of soda, mature doing what man re- 
quires expensive machinery and vast 
amounts of coal to do. 

The Mexican Government deelines to 
dispose of these lakes to any one, Presi- 
dent Diaz believeing that they may be- 
come sources of enormous income to the 
country, just as the nitrate of soda beds 
are to Chile. What it may mean to 
the soap and glass industry of Mexico 
may be judged when it is slated that at 
present manufactured soda, one of the 
principal jlems of cost, sells for $75 per 
fon in parts of that country. 

The same article from Adair Bay may 
be delivered for less than one-third of 
that price. An estimate of an engineer 
is to the effect that there is enough soda 
on top of the ground to produce one 
hundred tons daily for seventy-five 
years.

Cleaning Chamois Leather.—Chamois 
leathers used for polishing windows, — 
and those kept for silver, etc., can be 
easily cleaned as follows, First squeeze 
{he leather in a warm lather contain- 
ing a little ammonia, repeating the pro- 
cess if the leather is very dirty. Then 
rinse it in another warm, soapy mix: 
ture, but this time without the ammon-_ 
ia, when it will-become soft and flex-" 
ible. Now squeeze out the water and 
hang the leather out to dry. When quite — 
dry it should be pressed with a cool 


joint constantly so that it will cook 
evenly. The joint will be brown and 
juicy when served. Dish the lamb, 
thicken and color the gravy and pour 
round. Serve nicely boiled vegetables 
and mint sauce with this. 

A Useful Frying Balter—For fish, 
vegetables, or meat is made as follows: 
Mix, four ounces of flour with a table- 
spoonful of salad oil tll quite a smooth 
paste, adding by seer one gill of 
water, and allow it-td sland in a cool 
place for an hour or two. When re- 
quired for use whip the whites of eggs 
to a very sliff froth and add them as 
lightly as possible to the mixture. Dip 
the slices of meat or fish into this, lift 
out with a fork, and drop into boiling 
fat. . 

Fried Bacon and Cabbage.—Cut the 
bacon into rashers, boil the cabbage and 
drain it. Fry the. bacon and when 
cooked put it on to a very hot dish. 
Put some chopped cabbage into the fry- 
ing-pan, add plenty of pepper, fry _in 
the bacon fat and then place round the 
bacon. Put about an average table- 
spoonful of vinegar into the pan, give it 
a boil up, and pour it over the bacon. 
Scatter chopped parsley over and send 
to table very hot. ae 

Cook lambs’ hearts by this recipe and 
you will have a delicious dish : Choose 
two fresh lambs’ hearts, wash very 
carefully, and with sage end onion 
stuffing fill the cavity in each heart, then 
sew up. Bake for twenly minutes in a 
steady oven, basting constantly. Mash 
j; some polatoes, season rather highly, and 
mix with a litte butter, Place {wo 
hearts on a dish, cover with the pre- 
pared potato, and bake tll brown. 
Serve wilh av nice brown gravy and 8 
green vegetable, Those who object ‘o 
the shape of the heart showing should 
cut it in slices one inch thick before 
roasting, place in a pie-dish, and coyer 
with the polatoes. 

Hamburg Steak.—Take a pound of 
meat from the round and chop it finely, 
adding salt. pepper, four drops of onion 
extract, a little chopped parsley, and it 
liked, a little thyme and marjoram. 
Mix well and with the hand press into 
small steaks. Melt one ounce of butter 
in a frying-pan and when heated put in 
the steaks, let these cook slowly until 
done halfavay through, turn over and 
cook equally the other side. ‘The butter 
remaining should measure & tablespoon- 
ful and will of course be brown; add a 
tablespoonful of flour, and stir till 
smooth, pour in a teacupful of stock, 
and continue stirring ull all thickens. 
Take from the fire, add a tablespoonful 
of catsup, season with pepper, salt, and 
chutney, and serve with the steaks.

Tea Rolls.—When your bread is ready 
fo pul in pans set aside enough dough 
in a bowl for a good sized loaf—two and} 
| one-half pounds will be sufficient, Have 
ready one-half cup lard, which has been| 
| Warmed, bul not melted; to this add one-| 
fourth cup sugar; mix these ingredients | 
together and work them thoroughly into 
the dough, Have your pastry board} 
well floured and transfer your dough, 
which will be in a sticky condition, to} 
this; now knead gently into it enough 
flour to make the dough just stiff enough | 
not to slick to your hands; replace in 
the bowl and set aside to rise. When 
light, voll out and cut into cakes with a 
biscuit culter, mold these into balls, and 
sel close together in a pan. If wanted 
hot for tea, sel in a cool place to rise; 
when they have stood about an hour, 


brush the tops with sweetened water, 
which will make them a rich, glossy 
brown. 


Spider Cakes.—Take some dough from 
yeast bread, cut into any shape, and fry 
with butter enough to keep spider from 
being dry, Fry slowly and eat when 
fresh spread with butter, 

Squash Bread.—One pint sifted 
squash, one-half cup lard, one-half cup 
molasses, two-lhirds teaspoon soda, salt 
fo taste; flour enough to knead it stiff, 
rise twenty-four hours; bake in cakes or 
pans as you would ginger bread, 

Brown Bread.—Mix one-half cup each 
of corn meal and graham flour, add one 
and one-fourth cups graham flour, one- 
half cup molasses, one teaspoonful salt, 
three teaspoonfuls soda, and one and 
{three-fourths cups lukewarm’ water. 
Mix thoroughly, pour thio a buttered 
mold, and steam three and one-half 
hours. Attractive loaves of brown bread

Animal Murderers, Thieves, and 
Highwaymen, 


All the great groups of the 
kingdom Include numerous forms Avhich 
are murderers by profession,, though, 08 
their object is to oblain food, a jury 
would probably consider them as guilly 
of “justifiable animalicide” only. 

Such are birds and beasts of prey; 
diles, which drown their prey under 
water; snakes which swallow their vie- 
tims alive; lizards and frogs, which 
slaughter insects, worms, and other 
small creatures by the thousand; cultle- 
fishes, which use their sueler-studded 
tentacles to enfold other animals in 4& 
deadly embrace; scorpions and spiders 
which poison insects and suck their 
ulces; and myriads of forms still low- 

» in the seale, but equally remorseles 

Some of these creatures, however 
when in a savage mood, not only kill 
for the sake of satisfying the cravings 
of, hunger, bul from mere bloodthirstt- 
ness, and this is murder pure and 
simple. Weaseles and their kind, and 
also otters, furnish the best examples 
of this undesirable propensity, 

Those unpleasant creatures known 4S 
parasites, which live on the outside, or, 
jt may be, within other animals, take 
toll of the blood or juices of their vic- 
tims, which may in the end die of 
sheer weakness, though usually their 
prosecutors like them to remain alive as 
long as possible, so that they may con- 
tinue to act as living larders, 

Sometimes murder is deliberately 
planned with malice prepense in such 
cases, though the artful schemer is not

Some pf the most confirmed robbers 
are found among insects, Various bees 
are examples of this, making raids up- 
on the honey of their relatives. Even 
domesticated swarms sometimes become 
lazy and thievish, and persistently rob 
their neighbors, much to the disgust of 
the bee-master. 

The stores of honey laid up by bees 
and wasps also prove too great a temp- 
tation for some other insects to resist. 
The most interesling of these forms are 
the so-called “cuckoo parasiles,” which, 
guided by perverted parental love, lay 
eggs within the hive or nest. Here we 
find snugly quartered in consequence 
the grubs of oil beetles, which devour 
the honey, and the caterpillars of cer- 
tain moths, which gnaw the combs. 

Food is not the only object of thiev- 
ish attention, for, as is well known, 
ravens, jackdaws, and magpies purloin 
and hide all sorts of gliltering objects, 
and in this way have often led to 
groundless accusations being brought 
against innocent human beings.

WE DON’T NEED ANY SLEEP. 


° 
Are Men Only What Their Enyiron- 
ment Makes Them? 


Mr. Edison has adopted the theory 
that sleep is only the force of habit, that 
if they but try, men can get along with- 
out sleep precisely as they gel along 
without stimulants, He accounts for 
the sleep habit as follows: 

“The truth is that this habit of sleep- 
ing originated when there was no such 
thing as a good artificial light. People 
could not read, they had no way of 
amusing themselves al night, so when 
darkness came there was nothing left 
for them to do but lie down and losé 
themselves in oblivion. 

“Now that we have the electric light 
and other means of illumination, the 
world is sleeping less and less every 
year, By-and-by, gradually of coursé, 
the time will come when an hour or two 
of rest will be enough. Then people 
will find that they have been wasting 
valuable time. It is all right for a man 
to change his work or seek some sort 
of diversion, but that is very easy to do 
by changing work and varying the sub- 
ject of study.” 

This is. precisely in line with the 
philosophy which holds that men are 
only what their environment makes 
them. In support of his theory Mr. 
Edison relates that when the phono- 
graph had to be finished in a certain 
number of hours in order to be in Lon- 
don on a certain day, he worked con- 
tinuously for seventy-two hours wilhout 
a minute of sleep. and so did all his as- 
sistants but one or two. 

His chief assistant says that Mr, Edi- 
son has gone on for vears, working hard 
wilh very little rest, merely dropping 
down occasionally for a rest of an hour. 
or, perhaps, only for fen minutes, and 
then coming up again apparently as 
fresh as if he had a long holiday.

Pickled Peaches, Boil 

brown sugar, pint 
ond one lick cinnamon twenty 
minutes, Dip half a peck of peaches 
quickly in hot water, and then rub off 
the fur with a towel. Stick euch peach 
With four cloves, pul inlo the syiup and 
cook until soft, using one-half the 
peaches at a time. 

Fried Green Corn.—Green corn, when 
fried as the colored cooks of Maryland 
and, Virginia cook it, is an enlicing 
luncheon. ‘To prepare it, first cut some 
strips of fat bacon into dice and fry 
them until they are very crisp, being 
caullous, of course, not to jet them 
burn, When the fat has been thorough- 
ly extracted, remove the bdeon and add 
the corn which must, in the meantime, 
have been cut from the cob, ‘Toss it 
about lightly in the hot fat for a few 
minutes, and then season with salt, and 
serve with the bils of crisp bacon scat- 
tered over the top. In preparing this 
dish it is not necessary that the corn 
should be bojled expressly for this pur- 
pose, as the “left over” corn is quile as 
good when it is seryed in the same man- 
ner. 

Cheese Straws.—Freshly made cheese 
straws are good with all green salads. 
When puff or other rich pie paste is left 
over, ro}l it out thin; sprinkle one-half 
with grated cheese and dust with salt 
and paprika. Told the other half over, 
press lightly and cut in strips three- 
quarters of an inch wide and about five 
inches long. ‘Bake until a delicate 
brown and serve piled criss-cross in jog- 
cabin fashion. 

Delicious Pie.—Heat 1 cup milk and 1 
cup cream together. Reserve a little 
cold milk and beat the yolk of 1 egg in 
this. Mix together, dry, 1 tablespoon 
cornstarch, 2 tablespoons flour and % 
cup sugar, add mixture to the beaten 
yolk and thicken the hot milk with it. 
Bake a deep undererust and prick it all 
over the bottom to prevent blisters.

POPULATION OF THE WE; 


Census Shows That It fas Almost 
Doubled in Five Years, 


A despatch from Ottawa says: The 
census-laking of the past summer in the 
three Prairie Provinces shows that Can- 
ada now possesses a population west of 
Lake Superior of something over a 
million souls. Manitoba, Saskatchewan, 
and Alberta together represent a popu- 
lation of about 805,000, which is almost 
double the census showing of five years 
ayo. 

The returns from Manitoba are not 
quite complete, but will show something 
over 300,000, ns compared with 255,211 
fn 1901, and 152,506 in 1891, 

Saskatchewan and Alberta both show 
more rapid gain.

FIVE CHILDREN DROWNED. 
Drowning Accident at Port 
Falix, Nova Scotia. 


A despatch from Halifax, N.S., says:

it turned back again. throwing them in 
the water. Minnie Fougere then caught 
the boat and managed to paddle ashore 
withit. After reaching the shore Min- 
nie says she saw the two boys locked in 
each others arms. The {wo younger 
girls also had hold of each olher, and 
the larger girl was inking. Johnnie 
Fougere culled to his sister to {ell his 
mother he was trying to swim ashore.

Death of Rev. Dr. McDiarmid. 


Madoc Methodist Church Loses its 


Able Pastor, and the Village 
a Good Citizen. 


The tolling of the Methodist Church 
bell on Sunday afternoon conveyed 
the sad news to the people of that 
denomination and citizens 
generally that their loved pastor and 
an honored and much r ted resi 
dent had passed awa Rey. Dr, 
McDiarmid had been ill for some four 
weeks, but up to the last few days it 
was hardly expected that his illness 
was necessarily of a fatal charac 
An old throat trouble and weakness 
caught him this summer when he was 
feoling the effects of the hot weather, 
and developed into pneumonia and 
fever, towhich he succumbed about 
lo’clock on Sunday,the 23rd inst. 

Dr. McDiarmid had been pastor of 
the Madoc Methodist Church for two 
years past, He was one of the able 
preachers of that denomination, and 
Raa filled some of the best pulpits in 
the Conference. He was an ex-Presi- 
dent of the Bay of Quinte Conference, 
and in a few months would have 
completed his fortieth year in the 
ministry, having commenced to preach 
when 19 years of age. 

He was not physically a strong man, 
but his unvarying cheery smile and 
kindly greeting to all, voung or old, 
Methodist or any other denomination, 
made him a favorite with all with 
whom he came in contact.

At Woolwich the practice is to use 
steel wire of a breaking strain of be- 
tween ninely and a hundred and ten 
fons a square inch, and of this some- 
thing like 110 miles are used on a 12- 
inch gun, forming a band around the 
tube more than equivalent in strength 
to the series of shrunk rings in the 
SOLID STEEL CONSTRUCTION. 

In England it is usual to substitute for 
the segments a tube. Indeed, two tubes, 
one inside of the other, are commonly 
employed. the oulermost being known as 
the A tube, and the inner one being 
searcely more than a lining to the bore 
and intended for removal and renewal 
when it becomes badly affected by the 
gunpowder gases. For the A tube it is} 
customary in England to use a grade of 
Steel having a tensile strength of from 
34 to 44 tons a square inch. That is to 
‘, ii must be strong enough to stand a 
lengthwise strain of so many tons. 
Other qualities, such as the abilily to 
stretch 17 per cent. before breaking, are 
required. 

“The effect, so far as the strength of 
the whole structure is concerned, may 
be briefly explained. The wire tension 
and shrinkage are so arranged as to 
give an’ internal compressive stress cof 
twenly-five. tons a square inch at the 
breech end, Varying to fourteen tons a 
square inch at the muzzle—this, of 
course, is the condition when the gun is 
in a slate of repose. Even when the 
gun is fired with charges lo attain the 
high velocities now reached there is still 
an enormous margin of safely, This is 
due, first to the fact that the steel for 
fhe inner anu A tubes has a yielding 
point of over twenty-one tons to the 
square inch, while the working stress, 
based upon accurate calculation, is es- 
limated not to exceed eighteen tons lo 
the square inch. The tension with which 
the wire is wound on the gun results »n 
a very much higher yielding point than 
would be the case with solid bands. 
This tension depends. of course, upon 
the thickness of the inner and A tubes.
